In every other 
city the cost of a site in every way suitable to the build- 
ing has been considered a necessary and proper part of 
the investment.

JN EDMONTON alone a building worthy of the finest 
site that could be secured was planted on a lane, 
with a fore-view that would be no credit to a junk shop. 
That mistake was not the mistake of the city, but of the 
railway company which built the hotel; and the remedy- 
ing of the mistake is the business of the railway, not the 
tity. That an investment of millions of dollars was made 
In such a location is only understandable on the supposi- 
tion that those who planned and built the hotel ex- 
pected that some day they would be able to secure the 
property fronting the building for less money than it 
would at that time have cost. :

PROPERTY values in Edmonton are at the lowest level 
they can be expected to ever reach. Now is the 
time when that colossal blunder can be rectified at the 
minimum cost. And in securing the property now and 
providing the outlook and approach that is required for 
wich a building, the National Railways would only be 
yompleting their undertaking, protecting their enormous 
Investment, and making provision for the extension of 
the hotel and for the parking space that is already plain- 
ly a pressing and growing necessity to its successful 


operation.

CITY should not be called upon to bear any part 

of the cost of giving to the Macdonald the surround- 
ings which should have been secured before the building 
was erected. But the city should co-operate in the 
carrying out of the improvement in any reasonable way. 
If the Railway Act does not give the National Railways 
the power to secure the property at a fair price-by ex- 
propriation, the city should offer its services in that, di-

PAYING EARLY 


Collections of city taxes up to the 
end of May totalled more than $435,000. 
This is a somewhat serious falling off 
from the figure for the first five months 
of last year. But the shrinkage is very 
largely accounted for by the fact that 
sales of city-owned property have been 
slower than a year ago, and the amount 
of arréars collected by that method was 
proportionately smaller. 

It is rather remarkable that during 
this period $162,000 of land taxes were 
paid in. As the tax rate was not struck 
until the end of April, and the first in- 
stalment is not due until the 17th of the 
present month, the amount of these 
early payments is surprisingly large. 
There is in this reason to hope that the 
collections for the year will be better 
than has been anticipated. 


LETTING GERMANY TRY IT 


With the Graf Zeppelin on its third 
trip to this continent, the R-100 is still 
undergoing repairs in England, while 
the mooring mast erected at Montreal 
at considerable cost stands as a monu- 
ment to premature expectations. On 
paper, the showing is not creditable to 
British enterprise as compared with Ger- 
man initiative, and rather carries the in- 
ference that the latter country has all 
others distanced in the matter of adapt- 
ing the dirigible to peace time use. 

There is a reason, of course, for this 
seeming slackness on the part of Bri- 
tish air interests about launching a 
trans-Atlantic airship service. The fact 
is that there are no dividends in sight. 
The dirigible is a frightfully costly con- 
trivance to build and to operate, with 
limited carrying capacity, and must 
charge correspondingly high rates for 
passengers and freight. If the previous 
voyages of the Graf had been profitable, 
it would be crossing the ocean on regu- 
lar and frequent runs. Instead, ihe 
owners do not seem to know exactly 
what to do with their “white elephant”. 

The British are evidently letting the 
Germans do the experimenting in airship 
navigation between the two continents 
—and do the paying for the experience. 


TIME FOR FORETHOUGHT ‘ 


The mayors of most of the western 
cities are to meet in Vancouver .early 
this month to discuss unemployment. 
An unemployment conference in June 
is something new in the west. But it 
need not, on that account, be a bad 
thing. That will depend upon what the 
conference does, and how. 

It is to be supposed, and hoped, that 
the conferees will devote attention par- 
ticularly to the unemployment “prob- 
lem” which may arise with the begin- 
ning of next winter, rather than to the 
conditions which prevail at the present 
time, Unfortunately there is no room 
for doubt that there are a good many 
idle men in all western cities even at 
present. But in this the western cen- 
tres are not different from cities in 
eastern Canada, the United States, and 
most of the countries in Europe, The 
difficulty is not local nor peculiar to 
Canada. 

This is the time of year when em- 
ployment in town and country is at the 
peak, and when there should be only oc- 
casiona! need of relief work or of com- 
munity help of any kind for anyone who 
is able to work. A more serious situa- 
tion may arise when winter comes, with 
the cutting off of seasonal employment 
and the inevitable increase in living ex- 
penses, If the conference tackles this 
prospective problem in a serious wavy 
a good deal may be done to forestai! 
hardship. Summer is the time to pre- 
pare for winter, and the rule holds for 
a city as it does for an individual. 


MORE OF THE SAME 


The alliance of narthers war lords 
are apparently getting the better of the 
fighting in . A few days ago re- 
ports came through that they had won 
the second major engagement in the 
summer campaign against the forces of 
the N. “government,” adyanc- 
ing on a long front and carrying the 
war into Honan. 

If these reports are correct north 
China has out of control of th« 


supposedly national authority, with a 


fair prospect that the war lords may 
extend their conquests farther south 
into the more densely populated pro- 
vinces where the chances of plunder 
will’ be correspondingly attractive to 
them. At best the outlook is for con- 
tinued fighting over a widening area, 
with all that this involves in the way of 
slaughter and pillage for the luckleas in- 
habitants of a zone in which Oriental 
conquerors struggle for power. 

Directly, foreigners have no interest 
in the contest. Foreign residents long 
ago fled the territory in which the 
armies are struggling, abandoning their 
property and interests to destruction or 
confiscation as the case may be. For- 
cign troops are not involved in the hos- 
tilities, nor are foreign governments con- 
cerning themselves in the outeome. 
“Hands off China” has been ac- 
cepted as the order of things so far as 
outside powers are concerned, with re- 
sults to the unfortunate people of China 
which were reflected in the reports that 
the northerners celebrated their first 
victory of the season by massacring 
fifteen thousand persons and destroying 
five hundred villages. 

But residents of other lands, who 
have contributed a good many millions 
of dollars for the establishment of mis- 
sions, schools and colleges in the ancient 
empire, may at least extend their sym- 
pathy to the helpless millions upon 
whom the consequences of the strife 
must fall, while they reflect with regret 
that their own well-intentioned efforts 
on their behalf have come to naught. 
For Canadians there is also the reflec- 
tion that trade is to be further and inde- 
finitely disrupted in a quarter of the 
world with which we have had consider- 
able commerce and hope to have much 
more when settled conditions are estab- 
lished.

But a large part of the mind-doc- 
tor's job is to get patients to become 
mentally well after they have been 
physically {1] but restored. We need 
a technique alike for physical and 
for mental convalescence.
